inforced concrete pipe from a 
State road project to a farm 
owned by Banks 

The suit charges the pipe 
was used with the ‘‘consent and

Shown above are exterior and interior views of 
a recently completed plastic greenhouse at Kanturky 
State Reformatory farm, LaGrange. Cost of construc- 
tion and materials, including piping from contril 
heating system of institution, was approximately $350 
according to Charles Stagner, Director of Farm 
Management Division. The cost of a glass greenhouse 
of the same lize — 104' x 20' — with identical heating 
arrangements is up to ten thousand dollars. 

The Reformatory greenhouse is used to raise 
winter vegetables including tomatoes* lettuce and 
pole beans. Its principal use is to provide transplants 
for early spring setting. The new project affords op- 
portunity for additional training of inmates assigned 
to the Reformatory farm program and makes pos- 
sible increased food production for the instruction.

The name, John J Crittenden, Governor 
of Kentucky, 1840-50, was one to be reckoned 
with in state and national politics for ov*w a 
half century. Long Whig and supporter of 
Henry Clay, he ind Clay fell out in 1847 when 
Crittenden supported Taylor instead of Clay 
for President of the United States, an act which 
Clay forgave only on the latter’s death bed 
Crittenden was born in Woodford County in 
1787. the son of John and Judith Htrris Crit- 
tenden. He was educated in Kentucky prepara 
tory schools and at Washington University and 
William and Mary He studied law under Georg' 
M Bibb, 'ind upon being admitted to the bar. 
began his practice in Woodford County. Shortly 
afterward he moved to Russellville, where he 
gained a considerable reputation as a lawyer 
Prior to and during the War of 1812, he 
served successively as aide-dexamp to General 
Sam Hopki.v* and to Governors Charles Scott 
a.-.d Isaac Shelby In 1811 he entered the poli- 
tical arena for the first time and was sent to 
the legislature from Logan County. This mark- 



ed the beginning of a varied and important 
political career which saw Crittenden in the 
Kentucky legislature 1811-17, 1825, 1829 32. in 
Congress 1818 19, 1841. 1848. 1855 83, as Dis- 
trict \ttorney and Secretary of State (Kentuc- 
ky), and as Attorney General of he United 
States 1841, 1850 53 

Crittenden was conservative in his views. 
On the slavery Issue, he worked with Henry 
Clay and others to effect a compromise between 
th Northern and Southern factions. Failing to 
check the extremists, he lived to see the begin- 
nings of the fraticidal conflict and his influence 
persuasive, in Kentucky's refusal to leave the 
Union and join the Confederate stats. 

As the war progressed, he opposed any 
move on the part of the North to conquer or 
subjugate the South By 1883, the year of his 
death in Frankfort, Crittenden was finding acts 
of the national government to his disaste. but 
he died full of hope that the union of the Unit- 
ed States would not perish in the struggle and 
that the rights of the seceding states would 
emerge unimpaired.

Present Flag Was Authorized in Sampson Term

Frankfort, April 25—Kentucky’s State Flag 
was first authorized by an Act of the General 
Assembly in 1918, but it was not until Governor 
Sampson's administration, approximately ten 
years later, that the Commonwealth’s present 
flag was adopted. 

There had been two other attempts of the 
Adjutant Generals Department to designate an 
official flag. The first was in 1920, but the 
design was not acceptable. The rejected banner 
was then consigned to the safekeeping of the 
Kentucky Historical Society, where it is now 
displayed. 

The second attempt was made in 1921. 
Several leading artists in Louisville were asked 
to meet in the studio belonging to Charles Sneed 
Williams. A composite of three drawings selec- 
ted as the best submitted by the artists was 
sent to the Adjutant General, but there the 
matter rested for several years. 



In Sampson’s term as governor, Adj. Gen. 
W. H. Jones called on the Kentucky Historical 
Society for help. Mrs. Jouett Taylor Cannon, 
who was the secretary-treasurer at that time, 
responded by inviting her friend. Miss Jessie 
Cox (later Mrs. Joseph Burgess), an art teacher, 
to give technical aid. Miss Cox's drawing, now 
in the Archives of the Kentucky Historical 
Society, was accepted and is now the basis of 
the flag which has become identified with the 
Commonwealth. 

Three flags were made in Philadelphia from 
Mi^' fox » >kctch Tin 'i. am the first i>t ttu 
official Kentucky flags. One was kept by the 
office of the Adjutant General. One was loaned 
for some occasion in Chicago and was never 
returned. 

The third was placed in the Museum of the 
Kentucky Historical Society, where it now hangs | 
over the doorway of the House of Representa- 
tives of the Old Capitol Building in Frankfort.

“The budget for this fisoal year is practically 
exhausted; the county is unable to borrow 
monqy from any source; the county has current 
bills of some $19.000 00 and an outstanding 
Civil Defense obligation of $65,000.00". 

The editor telephoned me that night and 
suggested that he build the story around criti- 
cism by Miss Horn - 1 told him that the story 
should be "slanted" in the direction of the vote 
by magistrates, and not toward any criticism by 
Miss Horn. 

The editor chose an unfortunate headline 
and made it appear that Miss Horn wis a critic 
of this action by the magistrates. 

In fairness to Miss Horn, she only gave out 
some facts regarding the financial condition of 
the county, which has not been disputed. I fail

Hospitality Is Everybody's 
Business Today 

Few people will think of the hotel — either 
the one. in town or the motor hotel in the out- 
skirts — as a local industry. Yet, it ia one of 
the most important. Collectively, over the 
nation, it will bolster our somewhat sagging 
economy by expenditures of two-and-a-half 
billion dollars this year! 

And most of this will be spent locally — 
for wages, food, beverages and the hundreds of 
Cher supply and maintenance items and servic- 
es required to keep the nation's hostelnes oper- 
ating It is important to note. too. that most of 
the. money taken in by the hotel is new money— 
from outside the community — that would not 
come to town but for these accommodations In 
addition, those who stop at the hotel also spend 
money in town. This year, for instance, Ameri- 
cans are expected to spend some twenty billions 
on travel! 

We arc. indebted for this encouraging in- 
formation to Milliard Bennett, president of the 
American Hotel Association who explains furth- 
er: "Over 85 percent of every hotel dollar 

finds its way into the pockets of the nation's 
business and professional men. farmers and 
laborers. The balance is accounted for in 
interest and tax payments — and profits— which 
average about four percent, nationwide. 

"We spend about 38 cents (of the hotel 
dpllar) for wages; 15 cents for food and bever 
ages, and 23 cents for operating casts Rent, 
interest and profits account for 8 cents; depreci- 
ation, 6 cents. Taxes total ten cents out of 
•every dollar . . . We do our heavy spending — 
for services and supplies— right in the commun- 
ity in which we operate.” 

In addition to the pleasant influences of 
out-of-town visitors on local business activity, 
they also reduce everybody’s local taxes. Mr. 
Bennett cites “a Southern city of 125,000 popu- 
lation” which estimates that hotel taxes plus 
taxes paid by tourists on direct purchases mean 
that every single visitor to the city reduces the 
local tax burden by 50 cents!
